Special to The New York Times, 
ALBANY, N. Y., March 14.—That the 


Rev. Dr. Thomas R. Slicer of New York } 


and Bishop Doane of Albany are opposed 
to the bill introduced into the Senate by 
Senator Cassidy declaring poolselling and 
bookmaking on the race tracks 
State a felony was the startling proposi- 
tion put forward at the hearing on the bill 


to-day before the Joint Committee on 
Codes by Joseph S. Auerbach, counsel for 
The Jockey Club. 

Mr. Auerbach stated that he had visited 
Dr. Slicer in New York after he had come 
out in advocacy of the bill, and that as a 
result of that visit Dr. Slicer had changed 
his position, and that he had even gone 
so far as to write to Bishop Doane, ad- 
vising him that after an investigation he 
(Dr. Slicer) had come to the conclusion 
that vicious interests were behind the 
Cassidy bill; in short, that poolroom men 
favored it. This, counsel said, caused 
Bishop Doane to withdraw from the Rev. 
‘Dr. Gregg a letter he had written to him 
advocating the passage of the bill. 

This assertion brought out a warm re- 
tort from the Rev. Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, 
who had the bill drawn and induced Sen- 
ator Cassidy to present it as his own. 
The Rev. Dr. Crafts said that he was 
surprised that the avowed advocate of the 
professional gamblers would admit that 
he had won over Dr. Slicer. ‘*‘ Auerbach 
upset Slicer and Slicer upset the Bishop," 
he said. “I am sure that in time they 
will see that they have both been bunkoed, 
and will be sorry for their change of 
heart. When a man has no case he 
abuses the plaintiff's attorney. 

“When there was some litigation be- 
fore,” said Dr. Crafts, 
track people were as desperate as they 
are now, they hired Mr. Pinkerton to see 
if he could not find some connection be- 
tween me and the half-mile race track 
men. I challenged him then to produce any 
proof he might have, and he could not 
do it. I challenge him again, or any 
of the other gamblers in view of the 
innuendoes that the poolroom men are 
behind this measure, to show any proof 
of that assertion.” 

Mr. Auerbach, speaking for the race 
track people, contended that the Percy- 
Gray law limited gambling and kept 
it within certain bounds, where it could 
be watched. He said that the courts had 
passed on the constitutionality of the law 
that bettine at the race course was merely 
incidefitai jidustry and diversion 
of horse breeding and racing, that the 
stopping of the bookmaking would be 
wholly ineffectual to stop gambling, and 
that as the present racing’ laws of the 
State has stimulated large property in- 
terests to large investments the Legis- 
lature had no right to interfere with the 
vested rights it had fostered, 

Mr. Auerbach quoted the litigation be-

and dwelt on the alleged collusion tn those 
actions. He left the inference that he 
ecnsidered the present agitation of the 
seme kind, but when Senator Cassidy 
heatedly demanded that he make himself 
clear on that point Mr. Auerbach de- 
cjared that he had meant nothing of 
the kind. Mr. Auerbach then quoted a 
number of prominent sociological writers 
on gambling, and was interrupted by Sen- 
ator Cassidy, who asked: “If writers 
took one side and the Constitution of the 
State took the other, which would you 
agree with?"’ 

*“T’ll think that over and perhaps answer 
it later,’’ said Mr. Auterbach. 
whole I don't think that I should be inter- 


rupted by any one not on the committee. | 


Because Senator Cassidy was a member 
of the Constitutional Convention he need 
not think he knows it all. Elihu Root 
and De Lancey Nicoll were also members 
of that convention, and yet they have 


helped me in the preparation of cases 
favoring -the Percy-Gray law.” 

Senator Cassidy, his face blazing, 
jumped to his feet. ‘‘ This gentleman has 
seen fit to make invidious comparisons,” 
he said, ‘‘and I want to say in reply that 
the position of Mr. Root as a paid ad- 
vocate of the gamblers does not square 
with his opinions in the convention.” 

Mr. Auerbach then addressed his re- 
marks to showing that large vested in- 
terests had grown — under the present 
law and said that a Legislature, if there 
were no change in conditions, had 
right to interfere with those rights.

Chairman of the committee, asked if it 
made any difference to them where the 
money came from.

The Rev. Dr. Crafts then described the 
conditions at race tracks as he had seen 
them.

“Tf the race tracks are run for the 

ambler it would,’’ was the reply; “ but if 
hey are run to improve the breed of 
horses and furnish honest sport and 
amusement, it would not. If the race 
track poppe were honest in their asser- 
tions that they were running their tracks 
to improve the breed of horses, then 
they would not oppose this bill, which 
simply hits at race track gambling and 
upholds the Constitution of the State.

But Dr. Munn Bellevea His Indisposi- 
tion Is Only Temporary.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Heretofore 


Senator Platt has invariably denied the 
reports, which have been in circulation 
here for a fortnight, that Senator Depew 
is in a very serious condition.

“nonsense,” Only three days ago he 
made such a reply when, for perhaps the 
tenth time in as many days, he was asked 
if he knew anything about Mr. Depew’s 
condition. 

To-night Mr. Platt was again asked 
about the junior New York Senator. This 
time he did not deny that Mr. Depew was 
ill, but at first he said he knew nothing 
about the mater, 

‘I have not seen Mr, Depew for a couple 
of weeks,” he said, ‘‘ not since he was last 
in the Senate, and I do not know anything 
about him.” A moment later, however, 
Mr. Platt added: 

“I believe that Mr. Depew is a very 

| sick man.” 
Mr. Platt said he knew nothing about 
|} reports as to Mrs. Depew’s reasons for 
| absenting herself from the country, and 
added: 

‘I do not see why she should stay in 
Europe when her husband is reported to 

be on his deathbed.” 
| Senator Platt then remarked that he 

thought the policy of secrecy maintained 
by Mr, Depew’s relatives was a mistaken 
| one, 

Mr. Depew has not been here for two 
weeks. He has hardly been in his seat 
at all since the session began, and on the 
rare occasions when he attended he was 
carefully guarded from intrusion. Con- 
trary to the invariable custom of himself 
land the other Senators, the doorkeepers 
were instructed to take no cards to him. 
| When he was in the Senate his stay was 
jalways short, and he was noticeably agi- 
itated and nervous. At his home it was 
impossible to see him, 











Senator Depew, despite widely published 
reports, is not in a sanitarium in New 
Jersey or elsewhere but at his home in 
this city. 

Dr. John P. Munn is Senator Depew’s 
|physician. He told a Trmps reporter last 
night that the Senator was’not “on his 
| death bed,’”’ as had been reported to Sen- 
|ator Platt. 

‘“‘Senator Depew’s present indisposition 
lis, I believe, only temporary," he added. 


| ELDRIDGE A JUROR’S CLIENT. 


Henry Holt Published the Insurance 
Man’s Novel—Has Told Jerome. 


| If George Dyre Eldridge, Vice Presi- 
| dent of the Mutual Reserve Life Insur- 
jance Company, ever wrote a book other 
than the detective story entitled “* The 
Milbank Case’’ nobody knows it, and if 
Henry Holt, his publisher, ever served 
on more than one Grand Jury no record 
has been found of the fact. Yet when 
five indictments were found, two weeks 
}ago, charging Eldridge with larceny in 
| the first degree and forgery in the third 
| degree, Mr. Holt was one of the Grand 
| Jurors which passed upon the validity 
jot the charges. 

**When the members of the Grand Jury 
| were challenged,” said Mr. Holt, “I did 
|not recall the fact that I was the pub- 
| lisher of one of Eldridge’s books. My 
| son, a day or so later, recalled the fact

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NO WANTON SLAUGHTER |CLOSE CALL FOR MISS ADAMS. 


OF MOROS, WOOD CABLES 


Secretary Taft Sends to Him for 
a Reply to Criticisms. 








THE PRESIDENT SATISFIED 





Men Who Fought in Jolo Entitled to 
Heartiest Admiration—Senate 
Asks About the Battle, 





WASHINGTON, March 14. — A cable- 
gram from Gen. Wood in reply to criti- 
cisms of the slaughter in the recent battle 
of Mount Dajo, on the Island of Jolo, to- 
gether with correspondence between the 
; President and Secretary Taft on the sub- 
| Ject, were made public to-day. 

Gen. Wood's cablegram was in answer 
to one sent to him at the direction of 


| Secretary Taft, who called his attention 
to the criticisms of ‘‘ wanton slaughter 
of Moros,"’ and asked him to send all the 
particulars. Gen. Wood's reply denies 
| that thera was any wanton killing. The 
President says Gen, Wood’s answer “is, 
of course, entirely satisfactory.” 

Secretary Taft's letter reads as follows: 
““War Department, Washington, D. C. 

“March 13, 1906. 

“Mr. Dear Mr. President: The account 
of the engagement on Mount Dajo, on 
} the Island of Jolo, in battle of our forces 
;jand a large band of Moro robbers, in 
| which the fighting lasted for three or four 
days, showed such a large loss among 
the Moros as to give rise in a part of the 
public press to the criticism that there 
had been a wanton destruction by our 
troops of Moro lives, including those of 
women and children. Inquiries were 
made of me by members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives in respect 
to the matter. Accordingly I yesterday 
directed that the following telegram be 
he to Gen. Wood: 


“It is charged that there was a wanton slaugh- 
ter of Moros—men, women, and children—in the 
fight in Jolo at Mount Dajo. I wish you would 

; Send me at once all the particulars in respect 
to this matter, stating exact facts, 
It 


“Gen. Wood's answer came to-day. 
seems to me to show most clearly that 
the unfortunate loss of life of the men, 
racy and children among the Moros 
| was mostly unavoidable, in view of their 
| deliberate use of their women and chil- 
|dren in actual battle, and their fanatical 
jand savage desire that their women and 
‘children should perish with them if defeat 
| were to come, They seem to have exhib- 
ited in this fight the well-known treachery 
of the Mohammedan, when wounded, of 
attempting to kill those approaching for 
the purpose of giving aid and relief. Gen. 
Wood's dispatch is as follows: 
“*The Military Secretary, Washington. 

*“*In answer to Secretary of War's re- 
quest for information of March 12, I was 
present throughout practically the entire 











action was finished. Am convinced no 
man, woman, or child was wantonly 
killed. 

*** A considerable number of women and 
children were killed in the fight—number 
unknown—for the reason that they were 
actually in the works when assaulted, and 
were unavoidably killed in the fierce 
hand-to-hand fighting which took place 
in the narrow, inclosed spaces. Moro wo- 
men wore trousers and were dressed and 
armed much like the men, and charged 
with them. The children were in many 
cases used by the men as shields while 
charging troops. 

“*These incidents are much to be re- 
| sretted, but it must be understood that 
the Moros, one and all, were fighting not 
only as enemies but religious fanatics, 
believing Paradise to be their immediate 
reward if killed in action with Christians. 
They apparently desired that none be 
saved. 

‘** Some of our men, one a hospital stew- 
ard, were cut up while giving assistance 
to wounded Moros, by the wounded, and 
by those feigning death for the purpose 
of getting this vengeance. 

*“**T personally ordered assistance given 
wounded Moros, and that food and water 
should be sent them and medical attend- 
ance. In addition friendly Moros were at 


once directed to proceed to the mountain 
for this purpose. 

‘““*T do not believe that in this or in any 
other fight any American soldier wantonly 
killed a Moro woman or child, or that he 
ever did it except unavoidably in close 
action. 

“* Action was most desperate, and was 
impossible for men fighting literally for 
| their lives in close quarters to distinguish 
!who would be injured by fire. In all 
lactions agéinst Moros we have begged 
| Moros again and again to fight as men 
and keep women and children out of it, 

“*]T assume entire responsibility for 
action of the troops in every particular, 
jand if any evidence develops in any way 
| bearing out the charges will act at once,

ROCKEFELLER MEN WOUNDED. 


Italians Employed at Pocantico Hills 
Attacked by Armed Assailants. 


Petro Albani, a watchman on John D. 
Rockefeller’s estate at Pocantico Hills, 
was attacked by two men on the Rocke- 
feller place Saturday with chibs and 
knives. Antonio Malano went to his res- 
cue In time to save his life. 

Albani was taken to his home tn North 
Tarrytown. WBarly yesterday morning 
Malano was set on by three men in 
Beekman Avenue while on his way to 
work. His assailants wounded him in 
several places with knives. He fired 
three shots and they ran away. 

The police say that there are at least 
twenty members of the “Black Hand” 
Society in the neighborhood, and there is 
likely to be trouble. Only Saturday a 
fugitive from Hackensack fled to North 
Tarrytown and hid himself on John D. 
Rockefeller’s estate. He escaped detec- 
tives sent there to catch him. 

Mr. Rockefeller employs more than 100 
Italians, and it is thought that Italian 
blackmailers are trying to force some of 
them to pay money under penalty of 
death. 

The police have arrested one man, and 
Malano, who is now in the hospital, has 
identified him. 


TOOK ADOPTED CHILD AWAY.

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THE BRITISH KING SUNK 
BY HER UNSHIPPED CARGO 


Great Wave Lifted Her Deckload 
and Launched It at Her Side. 








27 MEN PERISHED WITH HER 





Capt. O'Hagan, Fatally Hurt, Fought 
Gallantly to Save Her, and 
Died After Rescue. 





BOSTON, March 14.—With holes bat- 
tered in her side by barrels of oll that 
had been torn from her deck, the Phoenix 
Line steamer British King foundered last 
Sunday night 150 miles south of Sable Is- 
land. 

Twenty-seven men went down with her. 
The Leyland liner Bostonian brought in 
to-day seventeen survivors, rescued ut 
great risk, and eleven more are on the 
German tank steamer Mannheim, now 
going to New York. Capt James O'Hagan 
of the wrecked vessel was taken off by 


the Bostonian, but was so badly injured 
that he died. 

The rescued who were brought here 
to-day include James Flanigan, the sec- 
ond officer; J. D. Crawford, the chief en- 
gineer; Adolphus Beck, the fourth engi- 
neer, and William J. Curry, the steward. 
The others were coal passers and sailors, 
mostly Belgians, and one stowaway, 
Henry Parkotch of New York. 

The British King sailed from New York 
last Wednesday, bound for Antwerp with 
a miscellaneous cargo and 150 head of cat- 
tle. On Friday morning the ship was 
struck by a northwesterly gale, It de- 
veloped into a hurricane and huge billows, 
and these broke over the deck, carried 
away the fittings, and unloosed the fast- 
enings of her deck cargo of oll barrels 
and cast them into the sea. Some of the 
hatches were torn open and great volumes 
of water flowed into the ship’s compart- 
ments, putting out her fires and making 
her engines useless. The rudder held for 
a time, enabling Capt. O’Hagan to steady 
his ship; but this, too, was swept off. 

Meanwhile the wreckage and oil barrels 
gathered about the steamer and formed 
into a powerful ram that was driven down 
upon her port side with crushing force by 
the waves. They opened the vessel's 
plates and allowed the water to pour into 
her holds. 

It was not until Saturday that the crew 
realized that the vessel had settled no- 
ticeably in the water, and would soon 
sink. 

Capt. O’Hagan went into the hold, and 
strove to repair the most damaged sec- 
tions. While so engaged a barrel of oil 
fractured one of his legs in two places. 
The injury was so severe that a piece of 
the bone protruded through the flesh. 
In spite of this injury and of internal 
vurts” caused by his fall, he refused to 
be carried to his cabin. He had his leg 
bound up, and directed the efforts to 
plug up the hole in the ship's side. 

His efforts were vain. The water gained 
ccntinually, and by Saturday night all 
hands were forced to take refuge on the 
main deck. The cattle were swept over- 
board gra@ually and drowned. All the 
ship's boats were smashed. 

Capt. O’Hagan at 6 o’clock sighted the 
Mannheim, and shortly afterward the Bos- 
tonian. Both vessels stood by and watched 
the rolling vessel with the men clinging 
to its deck. They could do nothing during 
the forenoon, however. 

The British King, at 1:40 P. M., signaled 
“Help us; we are sinking.”’ A slight mod- 
eration’ of the weather permitted the 
Mannheim to lower a boat in charge of a 
volunteer crew which, after a perilous 
pull to the British King, rescued eleven 
men. The British King's crew were brave, 
for they pushed one another forward, all 
apparently willing to wait for the last 
chance. The Mannheim lowered other 
boats, but they were stove In. 

Sailors of the Bostonian vied with each 
other for the honor of going to the rescue, 
and were not deterred when the first boat 
was dashed to pieces against the steam- 
er’s stern. First Officer William Brown 
and the six seamen were left struggling 
in the water, but were pulled in, badly 
bruised, by lines thrown out from the ves- 
sel, 

A great cheer went up from the Bos- 
tonian when, at 4 o'clock, the starboard 
lifeboat put dut in charge of Second Offi- 
cer Cromwell. ‘The steward and four sail- 
ors went with him. They reached the 
sinking vessel and took off thirteen men, 
including Capt. O’Hagan, who was low- 
ered by his men by means of a line from 
the stern. Just as the rescued men had 
been put aboard the Bostonian the boat 
was smashed and the rescuers were saved 
with great difficulty by means of lines. 

Capt. Perry deemed it imprudent to 
send another boat before the moon arose. 
At about 11 o'clock the British King stag- 
gered and sank. Both the Mannheim and 
the Bostonian sailed to the point where 
the ship had foundered, and half an 
hour later Capt. Parry of the Bostonian 
located a smal] section of a cattle deck 
to which five men were clinging. They 
were rescued. Both vessels laid by till 
morning, when, seeing nothing alive, they 
sailed away. 

The British King was built at New- 
castle, England, in 1891. She was 404 feet 
in length, 47.0 feet in breadth, and 27.9 
feet in depth. Her tonnage was 3,042. 
She was owhed by the British Shipowners’ 
Company (Limited) of Liverpool.

POLICE PLOT TO MURDER 
DR. PARKHURST ALLEGED 


Two Witnesses Swear That As- 
sassin Was to Get $500. 








ONE DISLIKED JOB, AND TOLD 





Sergt. John H. Shiels and Patrolman 
Phelan Subpoenaed by Wahle— 
McAuliffe’s Violent End. 





District Attorney Jerome is investigating 
an alleged police plot to assassinate the 
Rev. Dr, Charles H. Parkhurst. In con- 
nection with this investigation, he caused 
subpoenas to be issued yesterday for 
Sergt. John H. Shiels of the West 100th 
Street Station and John Phelan, until re 
cently a patrolman in the same precinct, 
who, when Sergt. Shiels was Acting 
Captain there, was his wardman, 

The subpoenas were issued by Magis- 
trate Wahle, sitting in the Tombs Court, 
at the request of Assistant District At- 
torney Hart, and unless Mr. Jerome 
should change his mind and take the mat. 
ter to the Grand Jury this morning, which 
is considered quite likely, the two police 
officials will be required to attend as wit 
-nesseg at John Doe proceedings which are 
scheduled to be begun at 8 o'clock this 
afternoon before the Magistrate. 

The information furnishing the basis for 
the proceedings is contained in affidavits 


furnished the District Attorney by one L. 
Rogers, who formerly was an employe at 
Police Headquarters, and a young man 
known as Richard Wilson, who according 
to their sworn statements were asked to 
undertake the job of getting the clergy- 
man out of the way. 

While the strictest secrecy is being pre- 
served by all familiar with the details of 
the alleged plot, it was learned yesterday, 
that the affair came to light shortly after 
the last municipal campaign and that for 
some weeks Mr. Jerome’s county detec- 
tives and agents of the Parkhurst Society, 
have been at work collecting evidence to 


corroborate the statements made by Rogers. , 


The affidavit of Richard Wilson was not 
obtained until a couple of days ago after 
he had been submitted to a third-degree 
process of nearly twelve hours’ duration 
in the office of Frank Moss, Vice Presi- 
dent and counsel of the Parkhurst Society, 


Both Are Closely Watched. 


Both Rogers and Wilson are now kept 
under close surveillance by District Attor- 
ney Jerome's detectives Both men will be 
on hand to-day either before the Grand 
Jury or before Magistrate Wahle, as the 
case might be. 

Dr. Parkhurst himself, according to in- 
formation obtained yesterday, was one of 
the first to learn about the plot against 
his own life. His informant is said to 
have been a certain Robert J. Kelly, whe 
was employed to make some investiga- 
tions by the Citizens’ Union and in the 
course of this work employed Rogers, 
Rogers was something of a detective. He 
has been employed as a prison keeper 
at Police Headquarters, but prior to 
filling that position, in the days of Supt. 
Byrnes, was employed as a stool pigeon 
by some of the detectives on the latter's 
staff. 

It seems that Kelly had’ treated Rogers 
with a great deal of kindness, and that 
Rogers, who already had balked at the 
job of murder, had opened his heart to 
Kelly. This was a few days after elec- 
tion. Kelly lost no time in informing the 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst of the danger which 
was hanging over him. He told the cler- 
gyman the whole story told him by Rog- 
ers. Dr. Parkhurst called on Frank Moss 
for advice, and a*hurried conference was 
arranged, at whtch Kelly, Dr. Parkhurst, 
Mr. Moss, and Supt. McClintock of the 
Soctety for the Prevention of Crime, bet- 
ter known as the Parkhurst Society, were 
in attendance. 


Saw Wilson Meet Police Official. 


The result of this conference was that 
after agents for the society had been 
watching the movements of the two men 
for some time and even had overheard 
some of their conversations and wit- 
nessed one meeting between Wilson and a 
police official, Frank Moss went to the 
office of District Attorney Jerome and 
| told’ him of the alleged plot. Mr. Jerome 
lassigned one of his assistants to take 
charge of the case, and under his direc- 
tion and that of Chief Hammond of the 
county detectives’ staff a certain amount 
of corroborative evidence was gathered 
and full confessions finally obtained from 
Rogers and Wilson. 

Rogers in an affidavit sworn to before 
Magistrate Wahle affirms that the man 
at the head of the plot is a Sergeant in 
the Police Department, who from ‘time to 
time has been an Acting Captain. One 
day last June or July, Rogers swears, he 
met a policeman with whom he had be- 
come acquainted in his days at Head- 
quarters. The policeman told him: 

“Capt. —— would pay $500 to have Dr. 
Parkhurst’s lights put out.” 

The policeman said that, while his 
superior was willing to pay this sum, Rog- 
ers would only get $300 of that amount, 
The policeman said he thought the rest 
was coming to him as go-between. ° 

Rogers says that shortly afterward he 
went to see this Sergeant, whom the po- 
liceman had referred to as Captain, be- 
\Yause at the time he was acting in that 
eapacity. The Sergeant told him that 
what the policeman had told him was 
right, and that he would let him know 
when the job was to be done. Dr. Park- 
hurst at the time was away on his Sum- 
mer yacation in Switzerland. Rogers wags 
told by the official that a blackjack would 
do the work more neatly and noiselessly 
than any other weapon. 

Weakened as Time Drew Near. 

According to Rogers, he saw the Acting 
Captain and the policeman on other oc- 
casions, but that as the time approached 
for the return of the clergyman and the 
crucial moment drew near he weakened, 
until one day he went to see the police 
official and told him: 

‘“‘I don’t mind giving the old doctor a 
good iicking, but I ain't willing to kil] 
him.” 

The Sergeant would not hear of this, 
according to Rogers’s statement, He 
wanted murder or nothing. It was at 
this time Wilson appeared in the plot,

HIS CHARGES ARE RESENTED 


He Intimates a Belief That Railroad 
Lawyers Have Made the: Hep- 
burn Bill Ineffective. 


Special to The New-York Times. | 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Senator 
Rayner of Maryland stirred up the Senate 
over the railway rate question to-day, 
flinging shafts of wit about !n such 
fashion as to have Senators constantly 
going at him. No part of the debate here- 
tofore has excited such controversy. 

Mr. Rayner openly intimated his belief 
that the railroad lawyers had tinkered 
the Hepburn bill so as to make it ineffect- 
ive. He flouted the recent argument of 
|Senator Foraker. He finally pointed to 
Senators Foraker and Aldrich as chief 
mourners for the railways, and met their 
| resentment and that of Senator Lodge, 
'who rushed to their defense. 

In his attack on the Hepburn bill, the 
Maryland Senator said: 

‘It is true the framers of this bil] have 
given the constitutional right for review, 
but they have provided no venue. ‘They 
give the parties the right to go to a court, 
but they have provided no court. 

“If the railroad lawyers of the country, 
all the genius of the most brilliant men 
of the American bar, had had a hand in 
framing this bill, in my judgment they 
could not have so framed it that it would 
better defeat the very object sought. They 
have incorporated in this bill words and 
phrases that will absolutely defeat it.

WASHINGTON, March, 14.—The dele- 
gates to the Consular Reform Conven- 
tion called in’ a bofy on the Presifient at 
the White House this afternoon. He de- 
livered a speech on consular- reform. in 
part as follews: Q 

“We in Washington must. rely upon 
you to make our people—pre-eminently a 
business people—appreciate that the Con- 
sular Service should be in its eSsence a 
part of the general scheme of business 
deyelopment of. the country. 

“I have not, I am sorry to say,’ been 
able to persuade people thus to look upon 
even such a question as the Santo Do- 
mingo treaty, which is a purely non-par- 
tisan measure; for if it. was treated as-it 
should be, purely on its merits, there 
would not be one shadow. of opposition to 
or criticism of it. But while we have not 
yet been. successful in getting the work 
of the department looked upon quite as in 
the non-partisan spirit that should be our 
National attitude in foreign affairs and 
have not been successful in getting the 
Consular Service made by law what we 
strive to have it made—an absolutely non- 
partisan service—still we have made'a 
certain amount of progress, and with the 
help of you and those like you. we,shal] 
be able, to make a great deal more prog- 
ress. ; 

“You cannot expect to get permanently 
good service when that service is unat- 
tractive and ill-paid. ‘We all know that 
under such conditions it is necessarily 
difficult to secure honest and efficient 
service. .We cannot keep the service as 
high as it should be kept unless we have 
| adequaie salaries. 

“Remember that the dearest kind. of 
public sefvant is a servant who {s paid so 
cheaply that he must render cheap ser- 
vice. Also, I feel most: strongly that in 
the Consular Service, which stands entire- 
ly apart from the Diplomatic Service 
proper, entrance should be made by law 
into the lower grades and that the higher 
| grades should be filled by a gradual pro- 
eess of weeding out and promotion; re- 
;membering, gentlemen, that the. weeding 
out’ process must not be interfered with. 
It is not any too easy to get rid of a 
kindly ‘natured elderly incompetent at 
best, and if you. add-to the difficulty by 
law, he then permanently- stays. Make 
the entrance to the service as far as pos- 
sible non-partisan, and make it at the 
lower gradés so that desirable positions 
shall come to those who have rendered 
good and faithful. service in the lower 
grades, and so that. those entering the 
lower grades shall feel that if they do 
well they have a long and worthy career 
ahead of them.” 

Secretary Root addressed’ the conven- 
tion to-day, indorsing the. Consular Re- 
ferm bill, which has passed the Senate 
and is now in the House.

| Health Commissioner Darlington de- 


the first city to undertake medical inspec- 
tion of school children it has to-day 
the most comprehensive and highly de- 
veloped system of any city in the world. 
He makes this statement in an article 
on “The System of Medical School In- 
spection in the City of New York,’’ con- 
tributed to the annual report of City 
Superintendent Maxwell. 

Owing to the printers’ strike Maxwell's 
report was published without the usual 
appendices. These were submitted to the 
Board of Education yesterday. 

Gne hundred and fifty physicians were 
appointed medical inspectors in 1897, and 
each assigned to the supervision of from 
three to five schools. The inspector ex- 
amined each morning all children sent to 
him by teachers. as possible sources of 
contagion. Six oculists were appointed 
In June, 1902, to make a special ex- 
amination of the eyes of children, 
with particular reference to tra- 
choma. In September, 1902, in ad- 
ition to the morning inspections, each 
ciassroom was visited ohce a week br 
the inspector. In the first month 10,567 
children were excluded. To limit the 
number of exclusions as far as consis- 
tent with the control and elimination of 
the contagion, a corps of nurses was ap- 
pointed, with a supervising nurse, in 
December, 1902, 

Each nurse is assigned a group of 
schools, which she visits every morning. 
She treats each child having a card with 
a diagnesis of its disease, and returns 
the child to its classroom. The doctor in- 
spects the progress of the case each 
week.

MOTOR CONTESTS A FEATURE 


Races Will Be Held, but Principal Ef- 
fort Will Be to Show Capa- 
bility of Cars. 


Plans are progressing favorably for a 
thres days’ automobile show in May, 
which will be held at the Empire City 
trotting track, provided arrangements 
can be made to secure that course. This 
novel exhibit will be conducted by the 
New York Automobile Trade Association, 
and committees are at work upon the 
May 24, 25, and 26 have been se-

the show. That will be in the interim of 
the first and second Spring meetings of 
the Westchester Racing Association at 


Belmont Park, and it will afford, perhaps, 


the only opportunity of the season for 
automobilisis to see track contests and 
races, 

The plan of the committee is not to 
intensify track racing. If any high-pow- 
ered cars are matched they will compete 
only in a few events. Most of the con- 
tests will be for ali classes of stock cars, 
including the small powered runabouts, 
and there will be a number of tests show- 
ing how quickly a car can be brought 
io a stop and its ease of control by one 
who understands the simplest rudiments 
of driving. 

Clinton R. Mabley Is President of the 
Trade Association, and he has appointed 
Frank Eveland as Chairman of the Show 
Committee. The committee that is now 
making arrangements consists of Percy 
Owen, C. Andrade, and W. A. Haradon. 
At the next meeting of the Board of Gov- 
érnors it is expected that definite plans 
will be announced. 

The races and tests on the track will 
occupy only a part of each day. One 
or two large tents may be erected on the 
grounds, and in these special motor ex- 
hibits will be placed. It is expected that 


the automobile show of itself will be com- 
plete, but while the managers will en- 
deavor to give the public as large a num- 
different makes of machines as 
possible for inspection the greatest effort 
will ve put forth in demonstrating the 
practical and serviceable uses of motor 
cars, In following out this plan ali sorts 
| of ‘tests will be arranged. Phere will be 
starting and stopping contests, carburet- 
or, reverse gear, and brake tests. Spe- 
cial events and tests of steam and elec- 
tric vehicles will also be held, provided 
the entries are sufficient to furnish spec- 
tators with convincing object lessons of 
the good points of these makes of cars, 
in addition to the gasoline machines. 

The New York Automobile Trade As- 
sociation is composed of forty of the most 
prominent dealers in the city. At the 
monthly meetings discussions are held cn 
technical and practical automobile ques- 
tions, and the idea of an open-air show 
was broached at the first meeting held 
by the members after the two big auto- 
mobile shows-in this city in January. 
The great interest shown in those exhibits 
in the mechanical construction of the cars 
seemed to indicate that motor users would 
be glad to see a show where it would be 
possible to give more satisfactory demon- 
strations of the serviceability of different 
types of cars. The plan has met with 
gencral favor, and there will be no lack 
of cars to sustain popular interest during 
the three days of the open-air show.

|; Every attempt to “improve” the Eng- 
iish language up to the present time has 
proved to be a ridiculous failure, ‘‘ Thro”’ 
does not spell “ through,” and is nothing 


but a mere time-saving makeshift; 
“thro”’ is really the proper way to 
write “ throw.” 


No attempt will ever be a success or 
prove of lasting value unless it is radical. 
There is just one only place to begin 
to improve and that place is the alpha- 
bet. At present we have something over 
forty distinct sounds represented by 
twenty-six letters. Some of those letters 
have varying sounds; “a” has five 
sounds of itself; in combination with other 
letters it has nobody knows how many. 

If we are to get any improvement 
worth accustoming ourselves to, we must 
have an alphabet that will contain a sep- 
arate character for each and every dis- 
tinct sound; the name of that character 
must be the sound which it has; that 
sound must never vary. 

Such an alphabet will contain about ten 
new vowels; some of the consonants will 
be omitted; some new ones take their 
place. With such an alphabet it will be 
practically impossible to make any mis- 
take either in spelling or pronunciation. 

It is hard to end an argument like thia; 
it is easier tO write a book on the sub- 
ject than it is to write a letter. Let me 
close abruptly by saying that if this thing 
is worth doing it is worth doing well.

The final break 
has often been made at the end of a 
school term, when the child failed of pro- 
motion, usually not for the first time, 
Angry and humiliated before his mates— 
who has not seen a sullen, defiant boy, 
cap over his eyes and suspicious streaks 
on his face, backed up against a school 
wall facing a taunting group, chanting, 
‘Oh, Jackie's got left down! Oh, Jackie's 
got left down!” Is it any wonder He 
makes up his mind to cut the whole thing 
out? ‘“‘ Left down,”’ truant, delinquent, re- 
formatory boy, is a very common se 
quence.

It seems that the Trustees of the City 


Library, now going up at Fifth Avenue! 


and Forty-second Street, have adupted a 
Pian of their own to get New York’s vote 
on the tactets that are to be put up to 
commemorate the three donors whose 
eifts will form New York's great collec- 
tion of books. They have had three in- 
scriptions painted on tablets on the Fifth 
Avenue side of the structure. They are 
painted so as io look just as if they were 
cut from the stone. Tie Trustees are 
sure they will interest many persons; in

spondence columns of THE Times have 
shown. 


The Executive Committee of the Trus- 
tees met at the Astor,Library yesterday. 
A reporter called there to ask in behalf 
of several of Tum Times's correspondents 
why the Trustees, without consulting the 
public, had had the tablets inscribed ‘* The 
Astor Library,”’ ‘‘The Lenox Library,” 
and “The Tilden Trust,” with merely a 
line underneath to signify that the library 
had been “erected by the city.” 

“Who told you we had inscribed the 
tablets to anybody?” said the Trustee. 
**That is entirely erroneous. Not a word 
has been engraved so far. We are still 
wondering how we shall word the memo- 
rial.”’

Yields Up Its Relics. 
Special to The New York Times, 
Large Gathering at Waldorf Bids 
In Seventy-five Pictures. 








CHAPPAQUA, N. Y., March 14.—Ever 
since civil war times, and some say longer 
ago even than that, the general country 
store of George R. Avery at Cross River, 
about five miles across the fields from 
Katonah, has been falling into decay 
with never a customer until to-day, when 
a sale at auction of its ancient stock 
began. The owner himself ordered the 
sale and personally supervised it. 

All the surrounding countryside attend- 
ed. The road before the place was lined 
with. farmers’ wagons and more pre- 
tentious rigs of city spectators. Curiosity 
may have been the motive that drew the 
crowd, but once on the ground they en- 
tered into the spirit of the thing, and 
there was lively bidding and many sharp 
contests up to a limit of 50 cents. Few 
sales exceeded this figure. 

Stories differ as to why Mr. Avery shut 
up his store, as he had done since the 
war. One is that scruples against war 
caused him to refuse to pay the taxes 
levied to carry it on; another fs that he 
closed his shutters on the day his wife 
died. The building, a big two-story frame 
house, perhaps 20 by 60 feet and front- 
ing directly on the road to Greenwich, 
Conn., was originally painted white, but 
it has now attained a silver gray from the 
weather. Half of it was used for the 
store and the rest for a dwelling, but Mn 
Avery gave up the living rooms when he 
shut down and has lived since in a smiil 
cottage in the rear. Sun, wind, and rain 
aid their work, and the building now is 
about ready to fall. 

It was freely predicted that there would 
be trouble when the place was condemned 
by the Aqueduct Commission two years 
ago, but Mr. Avery made no protest, nor 
is it at all certain what he intends to do 
now. His place stands on the site of the 
Cross River Reservoir, the dam for 
which has just been begun two miles from 
his house.

AMERICAN TOBACCO’S REPORT 


Earnings for 1905 Show Substantial 
Increase Over 1904. 


The report of the American Tobacco 
Company for 1905, submitted to the stock- 
holders at the annual meeting yesterday, 
showed that the net earnings of the com- 
pany for the year amounted to $25,212,2 
an increase of $2,907,589 over 1904, Fixed 
charges and dividends on underlying se- 
curities amounted to $11,007,734, leaving a

There are perhaps only eight or ten| 
men, possibly fewer, in all Wall Street | 
who could say at precisely what point 
and under what conditions the Rockefel- 
ler people “quit” on Gould securities. | 
Rumors of their having done so had been | 
in circulation off and on for a year or 
more, but were so insistently denied that | 
it Was not until two or three months eco | 
that those who are interested market-wise 
in:Gould issues were finally confirmed in 
their. suspicions. The break must have 
occtrred some time subsequently to the 
last bull campaign in Missouri Pacific, 
which culminated in the Autumn of 1902, 
with the stock selling around 125. There 
has not been a real bull movement in| 
\Missour! Pacific since. Indeed, its back- | 
‘ward behavior throughout the bull mar- | 
ket of the last two years has greatly 
impaired its prestige both as a legitimate 
vehicle of speculation and as an invest- 
ment security. The Gould “alliance” at 
26 Broadway was much talked about four 
years ago. George Gould's friends assert- 
ed that the move on his part wag a stroke 
of genius and marked him as a man of 
rare financial sagacity. All Gould se- 
curities were favorably influenced by the 
knowledge that the Rockefeller people 
had taken hold of them. The pleasant 
relations were evidently short lived. Soon 
after the Gould-Rockefeller interests, co- 
operating, had acquired control of the 
Colorado. Fuel and Iron Company rumors 
of friction arose, and it was in the Col- 
orado Fuel and Iron situation afterward 
that evidences of a rupture were first 
brought to light. A very curious feature 
of the case is that in the last two years, 
with the Rockefeller party reducing its 
interest in Gould securities, especially 
Missouri Pacific, through the open mar- 
Ket; brokers and others supposed to be 
acting for 26 Broadway have seemed to 
go out of their way to depress the mar- 
ket. for those securities. This is not the 


way generally in which people go about 
selling What they do not want. When 
the Gould-Rockefeller alliance was formed 
the Goulds’ Western Pacific project had! 
not been heard of. That came later. It 
conflicts directly with the fortuncs of the 
Uni Pacific roperty, in which the 
Rockefeller contingent has a very great 
interest. .Perhaps this is the explanation 
of the George Gould and EB. H. 
Harriman are on terms of undisguised 


hostility. .

'Loosened Tire Causes Mishap 
and Scare at Spring Street. 














PASSENGERS TAKE TO TRACKS 





| They Clamber to the Street, Causing 
| a Temporary Stoppage of All Trains 
—Suicide Also Blocks Tunnel, 





The forvard truck on the third car of a 
|}downtown Subway express jumped the 
| track at 9 o’clock yesterday morning as’ 
ithe train was running past the Spring 
| Street station. 
| Nobody was killed or wounded in the ac- 
| cident, and that is the most remarkable 
part about it. Filled with work-bound men 
}and women—half of them, as usual, cling- 
jing to straps—the express was bowling 
| around the Spring Street curve at fifteen 
or twenty miles an hour when the bump 
came, 

The passengers were thrown on top of 
jone another; the women who weren't 
|too scared to make a sound screamed 
|lustily. The derailed truck tore along over 
|the roadbed, plowing up the rock ballast 
and ripping the ties into splinters. Some- 
thing happened to the contact shoe, which 
connects with the third rail, and there 
was a great sputtering of sparks, 

The curve at Spring Street is pretty 
sharp. Ever since the Subway was opened, 
in October, 1904, passengers have noticed 
| that the trains, though slowing up a little, 
; keep high speed when passing the Spring 
Street station. The speed of the express

About 9 o’clock this A. M., when an ex- 
press train, south bound, was passing around 
the curves near the Spring Street station in 
the Subway, the forward truck of the third 
car from the south end became derailed, the 
wheels running along until the train was 
|stopped by the emergency application of the 
| brakes. A very close examination develo 
the fact that one of the tires on one of the 
wheels of the derailed truck was loose, thus 
causing the gauge of the wheels to spread, re- 
Sulting in the derailment. Several passengers 
insisted on gett upon the track, which 
caused all trains at Sprin Street to stop until 
the tracks could be cleared of passengers. As 
soon as this was done the train service was 
resumed on No. 1, No. 8, and No. 4 track, 
Train service south bound between Fourteenth 
Street and reas Bridge necessarily was 
abandoned on No. 2 track while the truck was 
being replaced on the rail. The discontinuance 
of No. 2 track during the interval necessarily 
congested trains on the other three tracks. De- 
railment did not cause any damage to the 
equipment or injury to any passenger or em- 
ploye. 

There was an accident at almost the 
same place last year. A local train, south- 
bound, took an open switch and ran over 
to the express tracks. Luckily, an oncom- 
ing express was stopped in.time to prevent 
a collision. Since that time the switches 
at Spring Street have been removed, 

The Subway trains were just beginning 
to get back on their regular schedule yes- 
terday ,when a suicide tied up the local 
service for another half hour. A man 
jumped: from the north end of the Astor 
Place station in front of a south-bound 
train, and was ground to pieces beneath 
the wheels. It took about twenty-five min- 
utes to get the body from under the car. 
There was a scare in the train when the 
passengers felt it bumping over an ob- 
stacle. Two or three women fainted.

IF NEW BILL IS PASSED 


Restaurant Men Get a Conces- 
sion as to Imported Birds. 








DEALERS TO BE UNDER BOND 





Conference Between State Officers 
and the Local Tradesmen Plans 
to End an Old Fight. 





There is joy among the big restaurant 
keepers and dealers in game to-day, for 
it is expected that before Lent is over it 
will be made possible by law to sell, 
serve, and eat certain kinds of game the 
year round without troubling the epicure’s 
eonscience or the possible fining of the 
motel man at the rate of $25 a bird and 
$65 penalty and the forfeiture of the com- 
mission merchant's bond. 

A bill has been introduced at Albany as 
the result of a conference and an agree- 
ment between the New York Poultry and 
Game Trade Association, the Attorney 
General, the State Fish and Game Com- 
mission, and the Audubon and Sports- 
men's Societies. The bill embodies the 
compromise that dealers and hotel men 
shall be allowed to import, sell, and 
serve six kinds of European game the 
year round, in consideration of a bond to 
be given by each commission merchant 
that he shall not substitute in the closed 
season—which is three-quarters of the year 
—New York State game or game from any 
other State in the Union. 

The law now provideg that at the elose 
of the open season the Wardens shall seal 
up all the game in stock, which must 
then be kept in cold storage for nine 
months, or until the beginning of the re- 
spective open seasons. The importation 
of game foreign to the State is prohibited 
in the elose season. 

This law has caused many arrests. Sev- 
eral of the largest hotel proprietors in the 
city are now in the toils over it. Game 
was demanded by their patrons and served 
at great risk. he birds were imported 
from Massachusetts, Missouri, and other 
States and smuggled through commission 
dealers to the restaurant men. Hvery 
now and then thé Game Wardens swooped 
down on the commission houses, looked 
over the books, and inflicted the penalty 
for having game not under seal. They 
also made raids,on Broadway restaurants 
at after theatre hours, went through all 
the iceboxes, and where they found game 
inflicted penalties. 

The Game Warden ts authorized to col- 
lect the fines, er cent. of which con- 
stitutes his official remuneration. Not 
only domestic birds came under this law, 
but game imported from Europe. In the 
latter case, however, the law was prac- 
tieally winked at until several weeks ago, 
when the Court of Appeals handed down 
a decision in a game-selling case which 
tied up that source of game, too. 

Francis A. Winslow of Marsh, Winslow 
& Wever of 111 Broadway, representing 
the Game Trade Association, met in con- 
ference with Attorney General Mayer, 

e Commissioner ipple, and mem- 
bers of the Audubon and Sportsmen’s So- 
a 68, with the object of adjusting mat- 


rs, 

The Audubon and Sportsmen's Societies 
and the Game Commission declared that 
domestic birds most surely would be sub- 
stituted for the Huropean game if impor- 
tation was allowed in the closed season. 
It wes agreed fing ly that European game 
bearing no resemblance to domestic game 
should be allowed in. In case of violation,
